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More Finds In Flag 
Stamps Reported By 
Wide Awake Collectors 


Each wéek brings further proof 
that there are still many finds to 
be made by collectors who will 
watch their flag stamps carefully. 
We are more than ever convinced 
that practically all of these er- 
rors thus far found are a result of 
the printing method which is very 
susceptible to creating freaks. As 
we have pointed out several times 
we place little interest in the 
small speck of color varieties that 
can be found in almost any sheet 
you look at. However, collectors 
who want to go for such varieties 
are on their own and can do as 
they please. The real varieties, 
those that will be of lasting in- 
terest and future value are the 
misprint cuch as the double prints 
and those prints wherein a sub- 
stantial portion of one of the col- 
ors may be missing entirely or 
mussed up, all out of.shape. — 

The most important new find 
reported in the past week is from 
a California collector who claims 
a sheet of the Yugoslav stamps in 
which the black color, that would 
be the flag pole and the shading 
and outline of the flag, is doubled. 
This is the first such find wherein 
anything other than the name has 
shown a double print. 

The most interesting part of 
this Yugoslav find is that the 
doubling shows in both lines of 
the flag staff, in the outline of the 
flag and in ‘the shading of the 
flag. and then with all this, the 
name plate"word in the corner of 
the sheet also shows a double 
printing. 

We have not yet seen this sheet, 
but hope that it will be submitted 
to us. The finder states that the 
black is doubled over the entire 
sheet, showing more pronounced 
at the right edge of the sheet and 
lessens in clearness toward the 
left of the sheet. This again pro- 
ves conclusively that practically 
all of these doubles are purely a 
result of a printing eccentricity 
as we have repeatedly stated, se- 
cret process or no secret process, 
there is no other answer for these 
double prints. 

Paul J. Miller, Pottstown, Pa., 
collector submits two sheets of the 
Belgium stamp, On the sheet in 
the 27th stamp there is a distinct 
black dot between the L and G 
of Belgium, thus L:G, and on the 
other sheet on the 19th stamp 
there is a very clear but faint 
trace of a doubling of the word 
BELGIUM in this one_ single 
stamp only. The doubling is. quite 
faint, yet can be seen but is not 
near so clear or pronounced as on 
other doubles reported. _ , 

Another collector in Wisconsin, 
Mr. Fred Kongsmark, sends a 
block of four of the Norway, the 
corner plate block in which the 
tenth stamp in the sheet shows 
the flag with a good sized piece 
of the red missing in the. lower 
right corner, part of the ‘A” of 
Norway is almost gone and the 
“Y” is so faint that it can hard- 
ly be seen. A variety of this nat- 
ure is well worth saving.

Carrying mail by rocket is not new news to stamp collectors, 
for dull indeed is that collector who has not read of some of the 
many instances in which such experiments have been made and 
there are today ‘many semi-official stamps and covers which testify 
to these experiments. One of the more prominent attempts was only 
recently brought to the attention of collectors by the full page offer 
in a recent issue of this publication of the Rocket stamps and covers 
offered by George W. Wentz of San Marcos, Texas. In years to come, 
these early rocket provisionals may be the historic pieces of collec- 
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tions of rocket stamps for the pro- 
posal to be made to Postmaster 
General Walker by Mr. Walter 
Bowes of the Pitney-Bowes Com- 
pany, manufacturers of Meter 
Mail Machines is not a wild dream 
but the well thought out plan and 
development of a man recognized 
for his many previous inventions 
that have helped revolutionize our 
postal service. 

First public announcement of 
this new plan to carry mail by 
rocket was made by Drew Pear- 
son, Washington news commenta- 
tor over the radio in his broadcast 
of Sunday, January 9, Pearson 
said that Walter Bowes would put 
before Postmaster General Walker 
this week a plan for carrying mail 
by rocket. He stated that Bowes 
proposed to build rocket runways 
alongside the railway tracks 
throughout the country and that 
rockets propelled by helium gas 
could travel from Chicago to New 
York in about five minutes, 

It would seem that the plan 
would be similar to such plans as 
have been pictured in scientific 
magazines and in newspaper ar- 
ticles of years ago wherein we 


remember of having read and 
having seen pictured, proposals 
for the railways of the future 


wherein a car or train would be 
run with a single track below it 
a single track above it and a sin- 
gle track at each side, there would 
be wheels to contact these tracks 
at all four points but the method 
of propulsion would be so strong 
and thus make the car travel so 
fast that it would virtually rise 
and speed through the air, the 
wheels and the tracks merely 
keeping it in place. 

To any thinking person, it 
should be easy to believe that 
such a method of sending mail 
would be both practical and sound. 
The possibilities of such a mail 
system are so great as to stagger 
ones imagination. Just a single 
example to set you thinking 
would be that we might have the 
afternoon New York Newspapers 
hawked by newsboys on the 
streets of many midwestern towns 
almost as quickly as they were 
available on the streets of New 
York. 

We hope to have further infore 
mation from Mr. Bowes with ree 
ference to this new innovation 
which he proposes and construce 
tion of such a mail carrying sys- 
tem would provide a splendid bit 
of after the war work for thou- 
sands of men and how much bet- 
ter that we could put our steel 
and our brawn and brain into 
such work rather than waste it 
on the battlefields of the world,

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Various Printing Processes And Their 
Relation To Postage Stamp Printing 





The next type of printing press to be discussed is that known 
as the cylinder or flat bed press. Called cylinder because of the cy- 
lindrical roll to which the paper is fed and which receives the print- 























press discussed in our previous article. 
There are two types of these presses, the older one being the 
single revolution cylinder, known as a drum cylinder. On this press 


the cylinder makes a 
revolution for one impression and 
the bed on which the form lies 
travels under the cylinder and 
back to its original starting point 
at each revolution, part of the 
cylinder being cut away so that 
in returning under the cylinder 
there is no contact. Thus the cy- 
linder on this type of press must 
be twice as large in circumference 
as the width of the sheet of paper 
to be printed or the form from 
which the sheet is printed. 

This type of press was slow, be- 
cause of its method of operation 
and a few are sold any more be- 
cause of the great improvement 
in presses of the cylinder family. 
These old drum cylinders can be 
seen in many small country week- 
ly newspaper plants as they were 
the universal method of country 
weekly newspaper printing. 

The new and more modern type 
of cylinder press is the two revo- 
lution cylinder press, so called 
because the cylinder makes two 
complete revolutions for each 
sheet of paper it prints. 

The cylinders on these presses 
are much smaller than on the 
drum cylinders. In fact just half 
as big in circumference for print- 
ing the same size sheet. 


On the two revolution cylinders 
the bed or form moves under the 
cylinder and makes a complete 
impression against the entire cir- 
cumference of the cylinder, the 
cylinder then automatically lifts 
a fraction of an inch and makes 
another complete revolution and 
while this is being done the form 
or bed slides back to its original 
position, ready for starting through 
again to make another print. 

Because of the method of oper- 
ation and the small size of the 
cylinder, presses of this type run 
at speeds of up to 2500 or 3000 
impressions per hour for the reg- 
ular hand fed presses. 

For several years past, automa- 
tic feeders have been used on 
these presses and on the smaller 
size machines, speeds up to four 
or five thousand printed sheets 
per hour have been attained. 

The illustration herewith clear- 
ly shows the cylinder of the press 
as well as the form and a printed 
impression on a sheet of paper 
which is around the cylinder and 
which is held there by gripper 
fingers, which clamp the edge of 
the paper to the cylinder as it is 
fed into the press and automati- 
cally releases the paper as the cy- 
linder completes its revolution, 
thus delivering the printed sheet 
and catching another sheet to be 
printed. 

Presses of this type are now 
built in both large and small sizes, 
some as small as 10x15 inch, the 
largest ones take sheets up to 38x 
50 inches and even larger. 

It is thus easy to realize that 
stamps which could be printed on 
this type of press could be pro- 
duced in extra large quantities in 
a very short time. All stamps such 
as the Australian Kangaroo issue 
which are printed from plates the 
same as are in common use in 
all printing plants, could be print- 
ed on the cylinder press. Sheets

of four or six or eight panes of 
100 stamps could be handled 
readily and with a production of 
from 2500 to 3500 sheets per hour 
it is easy to figure that an issue 
of several million stamps could be 
produced in a very short time. 

Further improvements in the 
eylinder press have been the two 
or three color press whereby ad- 
ditional units are linker together 
and the sheet is fed through the 
press, passing from one cylinder 
to another and being printed in 
two or more colors at one feeding 
operation. Two color stamps could 
be produced on such presses. 


On the cylinder press as well 
as on the platen press, the print 
is made from the surface of the 
type or plate, this surface being 
inked by rollers and transferring 
the ink to the paper, by squeeze 
contact with the platen or cylin- 
der of the press.

Further Censorship 
Regulations Of Inferest 
To All Stamp Collectors 


The Office of Censorship has 
just released to its district stations 
new philatelic censorship regula- 
tions containing a number of re- 
visions which stamp dealers and 
collectors, who have international 
dealings in postage stamps, will 
find of interest. 

Strict censorship was estab- 
lished over international dealings 
in postage stamps months ago be- 
cause various attempts have been 
made by this nation’s enemies to 
use such dealings to conceal sec- 
ret messages and to set up dollar 
balances to support espionage, 
sabotage and other activities in 
certain areas, 

Many agencies of the Govern- 
ment desire a strict control of 
the international stamp traffic. 
Therefore, various special Cen- 
sorship regulations are necessary 
to cover stamp imports and ex- 
ports. 

The best known of these con- 
trols is the permit system, which 
requires that all export shipments 
of postage stamps be made under 
a permit granted by the Office of 
Censorship. No permits are re- 
quired for the export of United 
States postage stamns in APO and 
FPO mail, but foreign stamps. are 
are not permitted in APO and 
FPO mail. No permits are re- 
quired for shipments of stamps to 
Canada. Whether under expoit 
permit or not, all shipments of 
postage stamps passing through 
the mails or Customs are subject 
to whatever Censorship regula- 
tions may be in force at the time 
of dispatch. 

Shipments of postage stamps 
may not be made to enemy or 
enemy-controlled countrieg; not 
to any person whose name ap- 
pears on the Proclaimed List of 
Certain Blocked Nationals or any 
person acting for any person on 
that list; not to any person who 
is a represeatative or agent of 
the governments of countries with 
which the United States is at 
war; nor to any area overrun ar 
controlled by our enemies; nor 
to Sweden, Spain, Switzerland, 
Portugal, Finland, Liechtenstein, 
French West Africa, French Mor- 
occo, Algeria, Tunisia, Tangiers, 
Turkey, Andora, San Marino, Un- 
occupied China, or the Vatican 
City, or to any colonies or posses- 
sions of the aforementioned gow- 
ernments. 

Because the stamps of these 
areas generally have been, and 
still are, readily available to our 
enemies, all postage stamps which 
have been issued in these areas 
within from two to five years 
prior to January 1, 1940, are ob- 
jectionable to Censorship when 
found in international traffic. A 
limited number of stamp issues of

other areas are objectionable to 
Censorship, but only a few. of 
these objectionable stamps appear 
in the international traffic. and 
communications containing them 
will be released by Censorship if 
they contain not more than one 
dollar’s worth of these objection- 
able stamps. Stamp issues of re- 
cognized “free” and “exile” gov- 
ernments are unobjectionable, and 
shipments of any stamps from 
Free French post offices or agen- 
cies are unobjectionable, 

Prisoners of war and civilains 
interned or detained are not per- 
mitted to correspond with stamp 
collectors or dealers. 

International communications, 
or communications to or from a 
military area, which contain cen- 
sorship labels or impressions of 
censorship stamp used during 
the present wa> are objectionable 
to Censorship. 

Any person who plans to take 
or send postage stam_s from con- 
tinental United States may submit 
his shipment to the nearest Cen- 
sorship station for pre-censorship, 
provided he has already obtained 
a philatelic export permit. The 
Office of Censorship, in Wash- 
ington, will also promptly answer 
queries as to stamp issues which 
may be exported or imported, and 
as to whether or not stamp ship- 
ments may be made to or from 
any particular area.

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A BRIDGE THAT NAMED A CITY 


UR Bridge Stamp Story this 
month is from the Balkans— 


0 broad bridge of little nations | ' 


uniting the East and the West, 


where incisive currents of Greek |" 


and Latin cultures intersected, 
fused and then submerged for 
centuries in Islam. The backdrop 
of Balkan history is a jumbled mo- 
saic of war, intrigue, passionate 
patriotism and Slavic vitality, but 
the peoples of these little coun- 
tries in interludes of their insur- 
rections, blood feuds and bandi- 
try took time out to build time- 
defying bridges, many of which 
have been pictured on thei- pos- 
tage stamps. 

Mostar is the capital city of 
Herzegovina, one of the smaller 
Balkan countries. Its earlier 
Slavonic name was Vitrinicha, but 
somewhere in the parade of years 
the town name became Mostar— 
derived from Serbo-Croatian 
words—MOST, a_ bridge, and 
STARI, old—in recognition of its 
culminating feature of interest.

Mostar is known to have been 
fortified by the Romans and tra- 
dition says that the bridge was 
built by the Emperor Trajan, but 
authorities now agree that the 
present structure is of Turkish ori- 
gin, dating from about the middle 
of the 16th century, built on foun- 
dations of an earlier Roman 
bridge. Carved in the stone-work 
of the arch is an inscription in 
Arabic—“Kudret Kemeri’” mean- 
ing “Arch of Almighty God.” 
Like other Balkan bridges, Mos- 
tar’s has its legends—one found- 
ed on the ancient rite of human 
sacrifice that persistently lingers 
in the superstitions of modern 
bridge builders. The Mostar leg- 
end relates that the river spirits 
of the Narenta were hostile to 
building of the origin.1 bridge, 
and each night destroyec. the work 
that had been done during the 
day until they were appeased by 
the builders burying alive two 
lovers benéath the piers. 

















Charity? Seals

The first results of the move to 
use a general design for the an- 
nual Christmas seal for all coun- 
tries, came from Brazil, where 
the state of San Paula which has 
been issuing seals since 1927-28, 
every other year. Their seal for 
1943-44 is the same design as the 
American seal for 1942, the team 
of horses driving away from a 
barn through the snow, a Penn- 
sylvania farm scene. However it 
is much larger, comes in book- 
let panes of ten and has a lot of 
lettering that distinguishes it. If 
the foreign seals are all printed 
in their own countries collectors 
will easily tell the differences. 


What may be in time a rarity 
comes from Republic of Colum- 
bia. Fearing the regular seals 
would not arrive in time the seal 
issuing society had the 1940 seals 
overprinted with a large “1943”. 
A number of these had been cir- 
culated when the regular seal 
came in. It however is the same 
general design as 1940, except the 
figure of value “lc” is in a white 
circle, and the lettering in the 
panel at the bottom is in red 
bs Liga Antituberculosa Colombiana 
1943”. If only a few of the first 
overprinted design were issued 
they will be pretty scarce. 


_ Collectors of Canadian seals are 
interested in a recent find of an 
old charity stamp issued around 
1908 by the St. Joseph orphans 
relief work. It is a red seal 26x33- 
mm lettering in white, one half 
of the seal in French inscriptiona 
and the right half in English. A

The first flights from El Centro, 
Calif., and Palm Springs, Calif., 
on AM-13, originally scheduled 
for January Ist, 1944, has been 
temporarily postponed, accord- 
ing to recent news from Western 
Air lines (the operators of AM- 
13.) According to latest reports, 
this service should begin between 
January 15th and February Ist. 
However, it may be even later 
than that due to the San Diego 
Airport being closed. 





In the December 30th issue, I 
reviewed the cachets issued for 
the 40th anniversary of the 
Wright Brothers first aeroplane 
flight and sponsored by (1) The 
Dayton Philatelic Society and 
Dayton-Chamber of Commerce; 
(2) The Dayton-Wright Airmail 
Society; and (3) The San Fran- 
cisco Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce. Since then, I have seen 
additional covers privately spon- 
sored by Mr. Robert Mayer of 
New York. These covers are can- 
celled at Kill Devil Hills, North 
Carolina, December 17, 1943 AM, 
and backstamped at Kitty Hawk, 
N. C. on the afternoon of Decem- 
ber 17th. So far as I know, these 
were the only covers cancelled 
at Kill Devil Hills, the site of the 
first flight. The cachet on these 
covers consists of the Wright Me- 
morial Beacon at Kill Devil Hills 
situated on top of a hill. Beneath 
the hill is the original Wright 
Bros, plane. Above the beacon at 
the left is ‘1903’ and at the right 
1943.” Beneath the plane is 
“Birthplace of Aviation” “KILL 
DEVIL HILLS, N. C.”. Some cov- 
ers received the cachet in red ink 





and others received it in black 
ink. 
If any reader of this column 


has any information regarding an 
Wirport Dedication at Odgen, 
Utah, on October 8, 1943, will 
they please notify the writer of 
this column immediately. This in- 
formation is required by the Air- 
port Dedication Committee of the 
catalogue. 

As I mentioned briefly in last 
weeks column, the first flights 
from Raleigh and Durham, North 
Carolina on AM-5, and Columbia, 
South Carolina on AM-6 took 
place on Saturday, January Ist.

Dear Mr. Linn: 

Your further explanation as to 
the probable cause of the doubled 
names on certain of the “Occupied 
Nations” series is extremely in- 
teresting. 

I believe, however, that it 
should not be accepted without 
reserve, for there are still several 
objections, which become obvious 
if one stops to consider the whole 
question of printing these stamps 
in its entirely. 

This whole subject is a most 
interesting piece of philatelic re- 
search, but it is extremely diffi- 
cult because there are so many 
unknown factors. 
All of the work done in trying 
to solve the “mystery” has been 
on a basis of what we know of 
the offset-lithographic process. 
The American Bank Note Co. 
frankly states that these stamps 
are printed by a secret process. 
While this secret process cannot 
be radically different from the 
known methods used, nor can it 
be basically different, it may be 
such as to cause the varieties 
which we are trying to explain. 
The explanation we have offer- 
ed, is, so far, the only one to 
which no objection can be raised. 
But it is based on what we know 
of the offset lithographic method 
of printing. Your explanations, 
and certain others are plausible 
and are adequate to a certain 
point. Beyond that point there 
are certain definite objections. In 
other words, they explain part of 
the question, but not the whole 
z it, 
I wonder if we haven’t gone 
about as far as we can with the 
materials we have at hand. Being 
students, neither of us can let the 
matter rest, but in the final an- 
alysis, we are going to have to 
depend on the disclosure of the 
secret of the American Bank Note 
Co. It can’t remain a secret for- 
ever.

The two items listed by San- 
abria as “‘semiofficial stamps” of 
Honduras are not known ever to 
have been actually placed in use 
by an air service, They bear the 
name “Central America Air 
Lines” which is a title Dr. T. C. 
Pounds appears to have planned 
to use for his service. 

The story of the Pounds ven- 
ture was told in The American 
Philatelist for August, 1940. Dr. 
Pounds made a contract with the 
government to carry mail by air 
between Tegucigalpa and Puerto 
Cortez, and such mail was re- 
quired to be franked with two 
kinds of stamps, the regular post- 
age stamps of the government and 
the “special stamp of the enter- 
priser,”—to quote from the an- 
nouncement under date of April 
29, 1925 of the Postmaster-Gen-

eral in the newspaper El Cronista. 
The “special stamps” referred to 
are those listed in the catalogues 
as the 1925 air mail issue of Hon- 
duras—although not all the var- 
ieties listed are known to have 
been issued for postal use. These 
stamps thus have a_ semiofficial 
status, since they were issued by 
a private enterprise under con- 
tract with the government. Un- 
fortunately, through error, they 
were listed in the catalogues as 
officially issued stamps; and it is 
not now convenient for the cat- 
aloguers to correct the error. 

The Pounds Enterprise made 
only a few flights between April 
30, 1925 and some time in Novem- 
ber, 1925 when Pound’s plane was 
wrecked. The venture thus came 
to a sudden end. 


The items listed by Sanabria as 
“semiofficial stamps” appear to 
have come into the philatelic mar- 
ket about 1927,—quite some time 
after Pounds Enterprise or ‘‘Cen- 
tral America Air Lines” was out 
of business. The origin of these 
adhesives has not been traced. 
They may be merely a hoax: or, if 
it can be shown that they were 
prepared for Dr. Pounds while his 
contract was still in effect. they 
should be listed as “semiofficial 
stamps prepared but never is- 
sued.” 

We now find a _ considerable 
number of the items in question 
in the market attached and can-

tags. But since the Pounds air 
service did not exist after No- 
vember, 1925, up to which time 
no stamps other than those mis- 
takenly listed as official stamps 
were used, we conclude that the 
express tags have been faked.

Forgotten Man Although

The man who almost single- 
handed overthrew the Postal Ser- 
vice of His Majesty George the 
Third in the American Colonies, 
and established the system that 
now is our United States Post 
Office Department is a forgotten 
name today. 

We give all the glory to Benja- 
min Franklin, it seems, and leave 
very little credit for William 
Goddard, who 
actually founded 
our mail service. 

Goddard was 












born two hun- 
dred and three 
ago, the 


yson of the post- 
yimaster of New 
4% London, Conn. 
He was a print- 
‘er-publisher in 
Connecticut, 


Goddard Rhode Island, 
New York, Pennsylvania, and 
Maryland. This frequent change 


of scene was no doubt caused by 
his vigorous, belligerent nature, 
eely expressed in his newspaper 
articles. Constantly he was in po- 
litical and financial hot water, 
and more than once the object of 
4 mob’s violence.

The erratic operation and abus- 
es of the Royal Post often irked 
him. Finally when he felt that he 
was being overcharged for the 
distribution of his newspaper,. the 
“Pennsylvania Chronicle,” Wil- 
liam Goddard decided to take 
matters into his own hands, and 
immediately started plans for a 
postal service of his own. 

He announced to the world that 
he was out “to rescue the Channel 
of public and private Intelligence 
from the horrid Fangs of Minis- 
terial Dependents.” 

In the 1770’s the Royal Post 
was by no means the sole carrier 
of comunications. The government 
mail routes covered only the lar- 
ger cities. Districts off those main 
lines were served by private rid- 
ers. Early American revolutionists 
than had a few more or less secret 
posts (they didn’t like King 
George’s men reading their mail), 
and many newspaper publishers 
had unofficial distribution sys- 
tems. 

Leaving his sister to run his 
newspaper (we’re in Baltimore 
now, and the paper is the “Ad- 
vertizer’), Goddard traveled up 
and down the colonies, knitting 
these many various private posts 
into one _ consolidated system, 
which was so successful that be- 
fore long the British post office 
was starved out of existence. 

For once Goddard had been on 
the popular side of the fence. 

On July 26, 1775, the Continen- 
tal Congress made “Goddard’s 
Post Office’ the official service 
of the colonies, and this service in 
time became our present-day

Goddard received no high gov- 
ernment appointment, as might 
have been expected. Instead, this 
early champion of a free—a very 
free—press, and benefactor of our 
postal service, went on running 
one newspaper after another until 
he finally settled down and died 
in retirement. 


TRINKETS FOR SOLDIERS 
DEPLETE SOUTH SEA ISL. 
SMALL COIN SUPPLY 


Reports of Fiji Island coins 
bearing the familiar “S” mint 
mark of the United States Mint 
in San Francisco are cleared up 
by an explanation given by Mr. 
S. Hyman of Chicago who finds 
the answer in the January 1944 
issue of the National Geographic 
Magazine. 

The article states that the Fiji 
Islanders have been making trin- 
kets out of the smaller coins and 
that the available supply became 
quite short. It is stated that the 
master die of the current 3 pence 
coin of Australia was sent to 
beth the San Francisco and Den- 
ver Mints and coins struck from 
them at both mints, so that both 
the “S” and the “D” mint marks 
should be found on these new 
coins. It is believed that the Fiji 
coins were also produced here 
because of the shortage caused 
by their use as souvenirs.

BELGIUM—Another new Orval 
Series representing illuminated 
letters of the 13th century. 
Values are 50c plus 1Fr; 60c 
plus 1F.90; 1F plus 3F; 1F75 
plus 5F25; 3F.25 plus 16F.75 and 
5F plus 30F. The complete set 
sold for 70 Francs. 

FRANCE—A semi-postal for the 
victims of bombings, pictures 
a kneeling mother holding her 
child in a bomb torn city, with 
the names of some of the bomb- 
ed localities. The value is 1Fr. 
50 plus 3Fr.50. 

—A new series issued in Sep- 
tember or October consists of 5 
stamps of uniform design de- 
voted to regional costuming. 
Each done by a different artist 
with the same effect. 

—A 1F.50 plus 8.50F semi-pos- 
tal for the families of prison- 
ers. 

—A set of six stamps honoring 
great Frenchmen from the six- 
teenth century on, in Art, Sci- 
ence, etc. 

—A 10Fr. green in vertical for- 
mat showing the Belfry of Ar- 
ras. 

GERMANY—A 6pf plus 4pf pro- 
moting the German silversmith 
art, and showing several small 
silver objects. 

—A set of six stamps honoring 
the German’s occupation of 
Britain’s Jersey Islands in the 
English Channel. These occu- 
pation stamps have inscriptions 
and values in English, and fea- 
ture local scenes. Values and 
colors are: 4d green; 1d red: 
14%d brown; 2d yellow; 2d 
blue and 6d violet. 

—A set of semi-postals noting 
the Vienna-Freudenau. They 
are upright stamps and picture 
an unsaddled horse with a high 
steeple in the background. Val- 
ues are 6pf plus 4pf, and 12pf 
plus 88pf. 

—A single semi-postal for chil- 
dren’s aid was issued on Sep- 
tember Ist. The central design 
is a large family. The surtax 
went towards Hitler’s Funds. 

ITALY—Two large upright stamps 
with the Portrait of King Vic- 
tor Emanuel facing left printed 
by the Fascists for Fascist use. 
No value is shown. 


single 4c stamp was issued on 
November Ist. Printed in dark 
brown the design features a rid- 
er and a horse, 


5 stamps for refugees of Tran- 
sylvania has been issued. Values 
are 16 plus 134, 32 plus 118, 36 
plus 114, 62 plus 138 and 91 plus 
109 L.
